| landmark is reawakening as a unique haven 
where visitors may stroll tranquil gardens, 
dine at a historic villa, sample quality wines 
and more.

legacy of Guasti, California. 
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The town of Guasti was the dream of Secondo 
Guasti, an Italian immigrant who purchased the 
desert acreage in 1900 for a company town. 
Undeterred by the arid climate, he pioneered 
“dry” farming techniques to grow his Italian 


Vineyard Company into the largest vineyard 


and winery operation in the world by 1910. 


At its peak, Guasti covered 5,000 acres 
and employed 450 workers. It boasted 
warehouses, workshops, a_ firehouse, 
transportation complex, company store and 
script, worker cottages, a bakery, school, 


church and post office. 


The town’s main attraction is the Guasti Villa, 


a Mission Revival estate, completed in 1923. 
Featuring della robia reliefs, frescos, marble 
statuary and European furnishings, it 
provided a cultured retreat for Guasti and his 


many distinguished guests. 


Now a redevelopment district, future plans 
for Guasti, California include a retail plaza, 
hotel and business center, and upscale 
entertainment. Until then, it remains a rustic 


Inland Empire oasis.
